Also, the workmen of
Merare. Miller & Klillen. The roofers were re
presented by Messrs. Wessel & Co. Thelr

wagon contained a house about ten feet wide,
on which the workmen were placing a piteh
reof.

The firm of J. E. Mitchell was made conspicu-
‘ous by nn immense grindstone. Several wagons,
foncifully decorated, were occapled by
the iron moulders, who worked with
a will, as if their existence depended
on it, and the labor was not for pleasure. The
machinists followed. The first wagon in line
Edward S8chmldt's, steam gague maker. It was
drawn by two horses, and decorated with green.
In the front was an arch composed of steam
gauges and whistles,

The Eagle Boiler Works of Mr.J Coleman
was represented by a large forge in a wagon
drawn by two horses, The Purnace was kept in
active operation, and the men plied their ealllng
asslduonsly.

Then came the cutlers in a number of wagonsa
bearing every style of cutlery, and presenting a
cultingf{display.

These were followed by the surgical Instru-
ment makers. The first wagon was drawn by
four borses. In one end was a furnace and
engine, which gnve motive power to six grind-
stones, At these were seated workmen, sharp-
ening and grinding scalpels, knives, and vari
ous strapge instruments, A second wagon fol
lowed containing a forge. The esides were
decorated by every description of files and tools
used in the business,

The plumbers and gas filters were represented
on the right by the employe: of Cornelius &
Sons, who were accompanled by the Navy Yard
Band of 17 pleces. Then came a wagon of
Presser, Toerger & Ladner. This wns decorated
with evergreens, and at each corner was o
hydrant. In the centre was a beautiful fountain
which threw a diminutive stream some three
feet In the air. It was followed by a wagon
contalning a number of soda water fountains of
exquisite workmanship bearing the name of J.
Klander.

Mesare, Goodvear & Co., India rubber makers,
presented a very fine display. Thelr wagon was
arched over in the form of a bower, and the
gpaces interlaced with gutta-percha ‘hose. In
the front of the wagon was o full suit of subma-
rineg armor put together as if a person was
within ready to malke a trip beneath the water,

The safe-makers bad several carriages con-
taining eafes. On one was a scroll containing
the words “Germany is"” and a large hand
pointed below to the eafe,

The chaln-makers had a large wagon which
was completely surrounded by chaing. A forge
was also in operation,

A locomotive formed a prominent feature of
this division.

The broom-makers had several wagons con-
taining broom. In one of them a machlne was
in active operation.

Edward Weicke, of the XNational Boiler
Works, bad a large wagon in line, containing
a boller and an engine over the top. On an arch
waus a painting of a boller containing the words,
““We rivet all tight."

Then followed the carriage-makers, with 30
decorated wagons and 50 barouches. This
closed the Fourth division,

The Fifth division formed on Broad street,
right resting on Poplar, extending to Master
street, and facing east.

Philip Doer had
a four-horse wagon, which was inclosed with
ingrain carpet. This was followed by a wagon,

-over the sides of which was hung most beauti-
fully-celored yvarns. In the front was a repre-
gentation of the rislog sun, done In yarn.

ages. 4 numbesof carriages, holding the female
«employes of Mr. Horstinann, feliowed; then
<ame twelve decorated carriages and wagons,
wepresenting the American attonhole and
®owing Machine Company. In several of the
*wagons were the machines lo operation. The
sothers carrled the emrloyera.

‘Messre. Kile & Hall had a large pattern
muaking mechine, which was oue of the features
of .the joipers' divielon of the parade. The
cxblnetmakers were represented by a wagon
cagrying & jig- saw machine belonging te
Mesors, Taylor & Watson, and by several
wagens coptalmlng desks.

A llarge wagon, belonging to L. Delsser & Sen,
was dgaded with rocking horses, infants’ coaches,
hoops, and toye of all kinds.

The Turpers bad a wagon containing & pyra-
mid ofraw ivory worth $20,000. This attracted
great adtention. It was followed by a number
of wagasé conlalsing the men engaged in that
occupaticn. -

A featwre, which attracted t attention,
waé the wagon of C. Wimpsfhelmer, worker In
bailr, The sldes and top were ecovered with
switches, - waterfalls, cataracts, frizzes, and
braids, some of which were three feet long. In
the wagon were the female employes.

trade. Bix horses drew this. A, Poth followed

in bls wagon, with thirty bales of hopa g}lcd
high above the hends of his men. ere
too were the flage and the feathery festoons
abundant. Theis, Lardoer & Wager, with a
mammotl car, in which was an enormons eask
get lengthwise and party-color-painted, sup-
posed to contain welss-bheer, followed. Fiags and
flowers and rotund-cheeked boyva filled the space
the cask did not. G. Gindele, with another
caek, a brother in size to the former, but shilted
the ot way, and contalning boek-beer, vied
withh redecesnor.

The manufacturers of the beer vessels came
after the beer-makera. Afler these a wagon
¢rawn by &lx horses and contalning small bar-
rels and (kegs was the first. Flowers were stuck
in the bung-holes, and silk flags flew free. One
of them was a beautiful Bavarian flag of blue
and white sllk. Naturally the larger barrels
came nexi, the smaller ones having been sap-
poted Lo have grown. TPhilip Spaeter was the
maker of these, An lmmenge wagon with large
s'ze barrels, tlerces, hogeheads, wvate, stowed
what he could doin the making of “original
packages.” Naturally, the wooden bung-mnker
suceeeded, by pame Peter lonseman. On lines
and strings extending in all directions hung
bongs of all shapes and sizes. His brothefin
trade, Stamme, the cork-maker, followed, with
corks, too, of all kinde, displayed in the same
manner. A few beer-makers, who had got out
of line, now came in acain. Then came
Rothaker In a four-horse wagon. A car
of George Keller's, representing hia brew-
ery, then came along, containing a depatation of
the Gambrinue Beneficial 8oclety, with the arms
thereof. TFntshe's brewery men, Welsherger's,
Keller's, 8. & P. Baltz's, Eisele's, Glass, Klumpf'a,
Schnitzer's, Betz's, Roltinger's, Stein's, Arn-
hein’s, Hildchand's, Goldbeck & Press', and
Guck's followed in succession. Im each and
everv one of the wagons there was the usual
floral and flag representation, and festoons in-
tervoven between, The vehicles, too, were
festooned with colored calicoes, thus
hiding their prosaic business charaster. In
a glass wagon there was another Gambrinus,
this time made of tin. He therefore consumad
no beer. Betz had n motto in hie wagon, read-
ing, “‘Einlg keit macht stark.”

This closed the beer department that followed
in line. It may be claimed for them all that
there has never been seen more splendid types
of healthy animals, and indeed so were the men.
The livid Teutonic face, red cheeked and jolly
beneath the black felt, around whieh came a
line of evergreens, showed the beery almo-
#phere was an especially healthy and happy
one. It should nolt be forgotten that many of
the wagons contsined a goodly number of preity
German girls with flaxen bair, bewitching to be-
hold.

At the close of this came a varlety of other
trades without regard to any arrangement,
George & Otter's soda-waler fountain leading
the list. In this wogon was an apparatus
making soda~water, which, it I8 presumed, he
dispensed to the crowd. John Pabst, wine and
liquors next., A cask presumed to contain wine
was frequently tapped by a man In the vehicle,
but none given to the crowd.

It was this atrocious imputation. swallowed
with entire faith by the entire popnlations of
Bucks and Northampton, that overwhelmed

From time immemorial there has been a feud
between this nation and another elaiming to be
of the same race. Determined that to-day shonld
signalize for ever that devotion to peace which

nity our fellow creatures, these fierce warrlors
during yesterday and last night were engaged In
scalping thelir enemles.

Each warrior In line had at least one scalp
which, in order to avold the observation of the
model police, was sandwiched between slices of
strawberry short-cake and devoured with flerce
exultation and astonishing appetite by these
terrific specimens of unregenerate humanity.
Their costumes were singulrrly diversified. A
few, emulaling the whites, were attired in hats
of the present fushion, but the majority wore
coverings for the head which they must have
derived from that myvsterious race the mound
bullders, who, it is belleved, preceded them in
the oceupsation of the land of the free und the
homh of the brave.

A not very large deputation of the Kunights of
Pythyas followed, and looked exceedingly well.

They were clad In paper hats of the style
which, strange to eay, has since deseended to
my little boys when they weut to play soldier—
knit under shirts, black cass pants and calf skin
boots, and spear of dangercus appearance. The
lodges of the order represented were Humboldt
No. 1, Blucher 2, Hermann 4, Teutmin 0, Ermins
8 Cherurker 11, Mr. Tell N and Gulterberg 16.

The Ninth division formed on the west side of
Broad street, facing towards the east, having the
right wing reeting on Race, and extending to
Spring Garden street. A small banner boroe by
a rider, with the Inscription, “Ninth division,"
marked its limite ln the same manner as the
other divielons. The marshal of this division
was Mr, George Geoelz, and he was assisted in
hiz eepecial duties by numerous aasistant mar-
ghals. A band of musie¢ led the dlvision.

Following 1t were several companies of artil-
lery, the first baving four pleces and fonr cals-
gons, ench mounied by the regular number of
men in regulation artillery uniform, and drawn
by four horecs. The officers of the battery pre-
ceded it

The Camden delegation came next, This was
compoted of about 1500 citizens, a regimeont of
militin, and two pleces of artlll-_-?-. The military
portion were in excellent condition and pre-
sopted a fine nppearance,

The clvilians were divided in different bodles,
representivg different trades and societies, on
foot and mounted, as in the other portions of
the procession from Philadelphia, Several
bands were in this part of the parade.

The delegations from the Camden butchers
were first in the line, dressed in their long white
ghirts, and mounted. They turned out to the
number of about one hundred,

The Camden singing socletles were well
represented in mumbers, The members wore
snshes and carried their respective banners.
Bome were on foot and some in wagons, and
geveral socleties f{bad a party of young girls
dressed Ip white with them, ridieg in wagons
which were made Into handsome bowers by Lhe
use of evergreens and flowers.

The trades were represented in the Camden
division by numerons bodies of men with perti-
pent devices.

The Cnmden Woollen Mills had several wagons
in the line, In which the operalors were sta-
tioned. In the first was an old-fashioned spin
ning-wheel in operation, as the representative
of the old way of dolng things, and at the other
end of the same wagon were men holding shat-
tles aud other portions of woollen working mao-
chiney,as representatives of the present method.

Messrs. Krip & Shemany had a wagon from
their Camden marble works, in which were two
marble etatues—one o female figure, and the
other a life-size image of a Unlon volunteer.

The Camden city stove works turned out a
wagon haviog machinery used in the business,
such as cutters, machines for rolling, crensing,
and shaping the fron, and a'so a small printing
press at work. This latler was kept husy mann-
facturing circular advertizsements, which were
dlgtributed broadcast to the crowd.

A wagon from the roofers camenext, in which
were several machines used in the business, and
ice-wagons from Camden brought up the rear of
the trades. A numerons delegation of citizens
on foot, on horseback, and in carriages and
wagons completed the Camden department.

esldes the Camden department, the ninth
divicion contained also representatives from
several city industrial establishments. The re-
tail conl trade was represented h{y wagons and
carts from numerous yards. From G. Hulsemann
& Ceo, there was a wnﬁon bearing a large solid
lomp of coal, over which was the Inseription,
‘2240 pounds to the ton.” A wagon fromWilllam
P. Kckley carried a load of white sand, aund
another from James Spear contained Morning
Glory stoves,which were not in operation, how-
ever, probably on account of thé heat of the
weather, )

The Wheeler & Wilson Sewing Machine Com-
pany was represented by all their employes,
with whom were five wagons drawn by four
horges ench, in which were sewing machines
and a corps of workmen.

The Tenth Division.

The Tenth division formed on the west side
of Broad sireet, facing east, and extending from
Chesnut to Race streets, The marshal was Mr.
August Hermann, who was alded by a corps of
asslstant marshals. This division contained
trade reprecentatives and citizens, and its limits
were marked in the same manner as ware the
other divisions. Numerous bands were scat-
tered at intervals along the line, and a number

of organizations and delegations who had not

had special places assigned to them formed a
part of it.

1he tailors were the leading fraterniiy, and
turned out about a thousand strong. They
were In wagons entirely. In one wagon were
thirty-five tailors al work on n gpecies of gar-
ment, each of which ns completed was thrown
to the crowd. The paper-box manufacturers
came vext, in which varions establishments
were represented. In one wagon of this depari-
ment an immenu‘])n].mr box, some eight teet In
diameter, formed the bulky but not over
heavy load.

The millstone makers were represented by
wagons from C. K. Bulleck and others. In one
of theee a large real millstone was mounted,
profusely decorated with flowers, and another
contained numerous counterfelt presentments,
some with hoppers attached and H‘I the act of
grinding grain.

The fire-brick, ete., makers were quite numer-
ously representéd. The Philadelphia orlek and
clay works turned cut six wagons, in the lead-
iuni one of which was a colored bund. In the
following wagon was an immense tlrain-pl{)e of
fire-brick ware, of about the slze of our large
street water-malus, In another wagon WwWas n
large imitation furnace of brick some ten feet
in belght, In which tbe clay wagsupposed to be
recelving a heutr burning, for a heavy smoke
poured incessautly from the orifice at the top,
and an employe was continuously openlog and
shuiting the iron door feeding the fire. The
employes, who filled the wagons refralned from
distributing the products of tbis branch of io-
dustry, as completed, from obyvious rénsons.

There were also three wagons from the fire-
brick works of R. C. Reamey. One of these
bore an {nscription stating that the work manu-
factured was gunranteed A No. 1, and the other
two conlained mouldiug machines, in which the
workmen put the raw clay and turned it outl In
good shape for the furnace.

The roofers’ delegation turned out several
wagons. One of these wnc covered by a com-
plete gravel roof, on which were arfistically
arranged the tar imckeu. brooms, mops, ete,,
used in the business,

The foregoing bad all been assigned places in
the line by the printed programme, and they
were followed by a number of cltizen organiza-
tions, on foot and mounted, who hnd also their
fixed places.

After these camo a number of organlzations
and delegations, citizen and otherwise, whose
notice of participation had not been given io
time to bave thelr places regularly assigned.
In this portlon were several German socleties,
smong which were the Burger Club, Das
Vareinli Schnide, ol Philadelphla, and the
Fretndens Friend, with the latier of which was
a large wagon surmounted by au efligy, which,
from its large while moustache and sides, was
undoubledly lntended for the Kalser Wllhelm.

The Industrial establishments represented in
this portion of the parade were the Americsan
stove and hollow ware foundry; numerous pat-
ent medicine manufactures, In a wagon belong-
ing to one of which a large bell was carried to
ring; the Phbllsdelphis gas machine manufac-
tory, represented by a wagon containing one of
Root « gas machines in on; the sprieg-
bed establishment of J. C. Kuhne; the furniture
manufsctery of Heory Vehelmer, and Mitchell's

THE MAYOR'S ADDRESS.

The Mayor thus respounded: —

It Is with the highest sense of gratification
that we participate with yon and the thonsands
of others of our citizens in this grand demon-
stration recoguizlog the advent of Peace in the
gzent German land, and could wish indeed Lhat
the soft influences of thatangel of merey wonld
spread her wings over the enfire earth. The
great Fatbher of ns all designed that the mission
of Hie children In this life should be strietly In
akin with a] common brotherhood and the
patural kindness and affection which such a
brotherhood means, and when man's passions
are let loose and destruction prevalls, it must
ever be a source of discomfort and grief to the
good and the truc; and it Is right and proper
when a treaty of amity and peace ls made be-
tween nations that not only we, but the whole
civilized world, should give expression to their
emotions of gladnesa,

You, particularly, my friends, coming as
many of you do from the Fatherland, have spe-
clal reason for rejolcing in the retnrn of peace
and comfort to the homes which gave yon birth;
and we feel It to be not only proper but a Frlvl-
lege to join with you in the expression of our
pleasnre, In the gratification growing out of the
fact that war betweéen two of the greatest na-
tiong of the Old World Iz al an end. And we
gincerely hope that it will never again occar
while the world slands.

I desire to say that so far as the publie autho-
rities are concerned every effort has been and
will be made to enable this grand movement to
be an eminent eunceess, and we frust that the
aay and the oceasion will pass ofl without any-
thing to mar the proceedings or lnterfere with
your arrangementa. .

I have to thank you for this special mark of
respect In visiting the stand and addressing you
words of greeting. 1 desire to say that we will
join you whenever the proper position in the
procession arrives Lo enable us to move,

THE MEETING.

This afternoon, at 5 o'cloek, when the line
renches Penn Square the members of the North-
enstern Smengerbund, congisting of all the sing-
ing societies in this vicinity, wili surronnd the
magnificently decorated platform, which will be
taken possession of by the orators, Carl Behursz,
Dr. J. Kellner, Hon. John W. Forney, Rev.
